Commander Robert E. Peary yester¬ 
day denounced Dr Cook as an impostor 
before the world, in the Brooklyn ex¬ 
plorer's claims that he had discovered 
the North Pole. By wireless messages 
Commander Peary sent broadcast that 
Cook had never been out of sight of land 
in the Froxen North and that the Es¬ 
kimos would bear witness that Cook 
whh an Impostor, Peary Is homeward 
hound on the ship Roosevelt which has 
had a tempestuous voyage during the 
past few days off the coast of Labra¬ 
dor. Last night the Roosevelt was at 
Battle Harbor. Labrador. Dr. Cook re¬ 
plied to Peary’s charges 4 -y at 

Copenhagen. He was not ■ ‘hod. 
and in a calm mood, said t I time 
would prove his statements trt s Thai 
he was the first discoverer of V r orth 
Pole the world would know at, had 
the proofs to substantiate hi* * £ ms.

PEARY’S TRIP 

REMARKABLE DASH 

MARVELOUS JOURNEY MADE 
UNDER DIFFICULTIES OVER 
ICE OF OPEN POLAR SEA. 


On his expedition of 1905-06 he tried 
very hard to force the Roosevelt a good 
distance to the west of Cape Sheridan, 
but the Ice baffled him. For one reason 
or another, on tho edge of the Arctic 
winter last year he did not or could 
not take his vessel along the northern 
coast of Grantland to the west of Cape 
Sheridan, and so she spent last winter 
not so very far from her old berth in 

the Ice. in tho winter of 1905-06. 

• • • 

Made Slow Progress To West. 


The sledge expedition left the Roose¬ 
velt on February 15, while It was still 
practically dark In that latitude. The 
sun scarcely begins to peer above the 
hills for a few minutes a day, even 
qpvcraJ hundred mile* to the south of 
the coast where the Roosevelt was win¬ 
tering. It comes into view a little later 
In that more northern latitude and the 
party* made slow time to the west as It 
felt Its way along. 

The Northern Grantland coast is 
likely to be exceedingly difficult to 
traverse, especially in the early spring 
on account of the masses of sea Ice 
that have been pressed on the shore or 
broken into great blocks and stranded 
along the sea edge. 

• • • 

Movement Westward. 


It Is no wonder that It took the party 
fifteen days to travel westward as far 
as Capo Columbia. It Is very likely, 
howover, that Commander Peary suc¬ 
ceeded before winter set In, in cachelng 
supplies to the westward so as to ac¬ 
celerate a little the westward movement 
of the sledgt* party before it struck out 
northward over the sea. Arriving at 
Cape Columbia on March 15, the sledges 
turned to the north on the sea ice. 

The explorer laid rnmflt stress upon 
the fact that he intended to travel much 
further to the west than on his trip 
In 1906. His dispatch shows, however, 
that he did not take to the sea any 
further to the west than he did on his 
earlier trip. If, therefore, hi* route 
was really much farther west than that 
whJoh he had traversed earlier he must 
have traveled a considerable distance 
to the northwest over the sea Ice. 

• • • 

Good Sledging Conditions. 


The sledging conditions could not 
have been very* unfavorable for the 
Journey, both north and south, not 
counting the detentions at water open¬ 
ings was made in very fast time for 
sledging on the ice on the open Polar 
seas. 

It is not at all unusual In sledge 
work within forty or flrtv miles of the 
land, for the pressure of the ice on the 
coast to result In the breaking and 
piling up of the ice Into pressure? ridgf» 
from twenty-five to one hundred feet 
in height and some times of great 
length, so that It is difficult either to 
cross or circumvent them. 

Commander Peary says nothing in 
his summary of being detained by pres¬ 
sure ridges or hummocks, and it la very 
certain that he met with no impedi¬ 
ments of this sort, such as made his 
attempt to reach the pole In 190‘J a con¬ 
tinuous and terrible struggle.

“If Commander Peary says he has discovered the pole I believe him, 
and while I decline to enter into a controversy with him, I feel that in 
justice to Mr. John R. Bradley and other friends, I must refuta th* state¬ 
ment which Commander Peary is said to have made, that I took hit Es¬ 
kimos and his stores. The Eskimos are nomads; they belong neither to 
Peary nor Cook, and I paid them ten times the value of the gun and knife

Plans Expedition To Polar Regions To Bring Back Eski¬ 
mos Who Were With Him At the “Big Nail’’ 

As Witnesses. 


Copenhagen, Sept. 8.—Coming so 
quickly upon other dramatic incidents 
of the week. Commander Peary's dis¬ 
patch denying that Dr Cook had 
achieved the triumph for which he has 
been feted and honored in Copenhagen 
beyond the lot of any other privato 
person, has been read here with feel¬ 
ings o £ am&aemsnt and coueern. But 
Dr. Cook himself seems In no wise dis¬ 
turbed. He was perfectly cool and 
apparently unmoved when confronted 
to-night with telegrams from the Unit¬ 
ed States saying that Commander 
IVary has denounced him a* an Im¬ 
poster. His demeanor has not changed 
in the slightest from the day he landed 
at Copenhagen.

New York, Sept. 8.—(Special.)—The 
dispatch from Commander Peary, 
though very* condemned, tell* clearly the 
leading facts in the story, not only 
of Peary’s Journey to the North Pole, 
but also of a remarkably fam sledge 
trip over tile Ice of the open polar *ea. 
The dispatch says that the. Roosevelt 
passed the winter of 1908-1909 ft Cape 
Sheridan, on the coast of Grantland. 
The vessel had threaded the compara¬ 
tively narrow channel*, several hun¬ 
dred* of miles in length, leading from 
Capo Sabine to the Arctic Ocean. 

9 • • 

Conditions Were Favorable. 

This Journey. Is apt to be very diffi¬ 
cult And sometimes impossible, hut the 
conditions were evidently favorable 
The ship that disappeared in the fog 
while the crew of Peary’s auxiliary 
steamer Erik were watching her de¬ 
parture from Etah made a very good 
passage through the long channels and 
arrived safely on the shores of the 
sea where th«* explorer was to start on 
bis sledge* for tho North Pole. 

Not Far Enough West. 

But at Cape Sheridan he was not as 
far west As be hud probably hoped to 


A great obstacle and the one that 
undoubtedly prevented him from reach¬ 
ing the pole In 1906 was the wide water 
lanes, or leads. some of them so long 
that he could not get around them. One 
of them kept his party idle In camp 
for a week and this tola! delay from 
this cause was fatal to hi* plan*.

Last Spring’s Conditions Different. 

-4— 

Conditions were different last spring, 
though he was held up by leads on the 
northern march about two weeks. He 
seems to have derived two gruit ad¬ 
vantages from liis very early start. In 
the first place it would not be until 
much later In the season that the wa^ 
ter lanes would develop *c» tar as to 
threaten him with defeat, and then his 
early start gave him all the more time 
to carry out hi* work l>efora the wide¬ 
spread break-up of the *ca ice would 
make sledging impossible on the Polar 
ocean 

Peary’*a summary’ seem* to show that 
he was a little over thirty-five day* 
on the Journey from the land to the 
North Pole. In tills time he wus de¬ 
layed about fourteen day* by water 
lead*, leaving a little more than three 
weVks for the actual sledging.

Thirty-four-Day Journey. 

W*> may get * good Idea of the aver¬ 
age rnP s of travel by taking the first 
sea and the North Pole records. He 
passed the British record on March 2 
and reached the pole on April 6. Thi- 
distunee between them I* 46D statute 
miles and the time In making the Jour¬ 
ney was thirty-four days. Including the 
rime of detention by water lead*. This 
Is an average of a little les* thnn twelve 
tniboi .% day. which Is the boat record 
ever attained for long route sledging 
on the open Polar Hea.

Dr. Cook’s friends had urged him to 
their utmost to make any statement 
possible to the public, Aut he had salrl 
repeatedly that all he had to say for 
the present was that he possessed 
proofs that he had visited the North 
Polo on April 21, 1908. These proof* 
wore convincing and in due time would 
bo given to the world. 

When It was suggested to him that 
his chances of proving hi* case might 
be ruined unless he made a satisfactory* 
statement immediately, ho smiled—his 
usual quiet smile—and asked how could 
a man be ruined by popular clamor call, 
mg him an imposter when he had 
proofs of his case which could and 
would be published, as he had oft- 
times repeated, when they were in 
proper form to be given ouL

Peary Took His Stores. 


Regarding the controversy* over his 
alleged taking of Pcury’s stores. Dr, 
Cook assert* that he has written and 
other satisfactory evidence that Peary 
took his stores, perhaps believing him 
dead. ’’Harry Whitney Is personally 
acquainted with all the fqcta and per¬ 
haps what he has to say when he re¬ 
turns may be interesting,” added the 
explorer. Then Cook remarked quietly; 
“Make as little as you can of this, and 
don't say anything disagreeable about 
Peary.” 

Dr. Cook told Capt, Sverdrup and an¬ 
other friend the day he landed here 
that he hoped there would be no un¬ 
pleasantness over supplies with the 
Peary party; that he had found some 
of Pearv’a men in possession of one of 
hi* depots and had turned them out 
unceremoniously.

To Bring Back Eskimos. 


It is settled that Cook will send a 
ship back to bring to America the two 
Eskimos who accompanied him on the 
last stage of his Journey to the pole, a* 
well a* some of the party who were 
*mt back when the start of the last 
stage began. Capt. Sverdrup may com¬ 
mand the expedition; it is Dr. Cook's 
desire that he shall do so. and they 
conferred for some hour* to-day re¬ 
garding the detail* Of the expedition. 

Dr. Cook’* purpose In bringing hi* 
Eskimo comrade* to America I* to have 
them relate their stories of the trip to 
the pole. He proposes to have them 
examined by any men familiar with 
the Anile and the Eskimo. Including 
the member* of Peary's party, if they 
wish Dr. Cook's apparent confidence 
is the greatest factor working In hi* 
support In Copenhagen. Those who 
have had tho opportunity to talk with 
him are only of one mind, that he Is 
an absolutely sincere, simple man. or 
deserve* a pedestal tn history an one 
of the greatest actors.

"Dane*, remembering Peary’s bad 
treatment of one of their own explorers, 
will not be surprised at his attitude to¬ 
ward Dr. Cook.” 

The general attitude here Is one of 
suspended Judgment until the evidence 
)s produced Dr Cook's lectures before 
the Geographical Society caused a pro¬ 
found disappointment because the pro 
pie expected more convincing proofs 
than Dr. Cook has given. He content¬ 
ed himself In hi* lecture with repeat¬ 
ing what had already appeared in the 
form of statement* to the newspapers. 
The enthusiasm over the announcement 
of Peary's success ha* not waned in 
the least. 


Germans Claim That Britishers Are 
Envious of Americans. 

Berlin. Sept. 8.—H*rr Boschin, cus¬ 
todian of the Berlin Geographical In¬ 
stitute and a member of the Dryg&lakl 
Expedition, was interviewed to-day on 
the claims at Dr. Cook and Commander 
Peary, each to have discovered the 
North Pole. Me said: 

■ 'Neither I nor most other German 
geographer* ran understand why the 
English scholars have attacked Cook. 
Hitherto it has not been the custom in 
scientific circles to attribute false¬ 
hoods to explorers returning from unr 
known regions. Most polar discoveries 
l.een made by the explorer ai< 
or at least without a larg® following. 

"PtAry. Cognl and Nansen reached 
the highest altitudes alone, or accom¬ 
panied only by a few Eskimo*. Their 
measurements were token by one per- 
tk*n alone, and it Is consequently of lit¬ 
tle Importance whether the bystand¬ 
ers were white men or Eskimos, since 
no w-itnenseo would bo In a position to 
rectify th* measurements or determine 
whether or not they had been correctly 
made." 

Various German newspapers attri¬ 
bute the doubt* raised in England to 
envy of the United State*, or to a 
general spirit of unwillingness to ad¬ 
mit that persons of any other national¬ 
ity are capable of performing difficult 
and splendid feats. 

LOOKS BAD FOR PEARY. 

Statement Begirding Cook Made By 
a Whaler. 

Gloucester. Mas*.. Sept. 8 —Some in¬ 
teresting statements concerning Dr 
Frederick A Cook’s dash for the pole 
were made by Michael Wise, of thl* 
town, a seamon on the schooner Ad¬ 
miral Dewey, which arrived In port to¬ 
day After an extended fishing trip In 
Northern waters. Wise, who was inat« 
on the John R. Bradley, which carried 
Cook's expedition, says he was the man 
picked by the explorer to accompany 
him on the final dash after leaving 
Etah. Wise, however, declined, prefer¬ 
ring his regular compensation bs a sea¬ 
man on a fishing schooner to the honor 
and glory promised him by Dr. Cook 

Wire sold he had no doubt that Dr. 
Cook was the first man to reach the 
North Pole, and added that anyone who 
knew tho explorer would not question 
the truth of hi* statements. The ex¬ 
pedition was one of the best fitted that 
ever left for the North, said Wise. 

Dr. Cook Sails Sunday. 

Brussels. Sept. 8.—Dr. Cook is ex¬ 
pected to reach Brussels next Saturday 
by 9gy of Flushing. According to the 
understanding here, he will return to 
Flushing Sunday and continue thence 
to New York.

Village Priests Tell Story of 
Disaster. 


NO CHANCE FOR RELIEF. 


Monterey. Mex., Sept. 8.—A number 
of village priests, after makinfe Jour¬ 
neys over miles of devastated country, 
have arrived here, bringing the first 
news of the destruction wrought by the 
recent floods in tho outlying districts. 
Their stories IndiQato that the havoc 
is more widespread and terrible than 
was at first believed. The priest of 
Arramberl has informed Archbishop 
Lenares that Arramberl was destroyed 
and to-day his people are wandering 
over the country In search of food. The 
destruction of the roads has made it 
impossible to send In relief supplies. 

The story brought In by the priest 
of La Ascension Is to the effect that 
this town and Its population of 2,000 
souls have entirely disappeared. He 
does not know where the people are. 
They may have taken to the hills, or 
they may have perished. "Not a stone 
was left upon a stone In La Ascension, 
the village priest said. "Where there 
was once rich farms there 1* now noth¬ 
ing but water.** ,

The priests were more than a week In 
making their way into Monterey. They 
dsecrlbed the destruction as the most 
awful that ever has been experienced 
in Mexico.

Noah 
Drake, the negTo who fired the fatal 
8 hot. had b ,r. arrested and the charge 
against him was to-day changed from 
malicious shooting to murder. 

Lawrence was sitting on a beer keg 
In a saloon when a fight Btarted be¬ 
tween Drake, who had a pistol, and 
Hob Booker, colored, with a knife. 
During the melee a bullet struck Law- 
renco, Booker was slightly wounded In 
the head and foot and George Sheby 
was shot through the right hand.

NORTH POLE FOUND FROM SUN 

AND OBSERVATIONS ARB SIMPLE 


University of Chicago Astronomer Says All That’s Needed 
Is a Sextant, Pan of Mercury, Silvered Glass and 
Spirit Level. 


A sextant, a pan of mercury, a piece 
of slivered glass und a spirit level arc 
the simple appliances that would Indi¬ 
cate with certainty the location of th»* 
pole, according to Prof. Edwin B. Frost, 
director of the Yerkes Observatory of 
the University of Chicago at Williams 
Bay. Wla Prof. Frost last night gave 
full directions for finding the pole, 
which he described as very simple once 
the preliminary discomforts of north¬ 
ern travel are overcome. According to 
Prof. Frost, if ortf Is careful to take 
a squint at the sun several times a 
day while en route one can’t possibly 
miss the pole. 

As simplified by the Yerkes director 
the sextant alone will do the trick If 
the traveler is on the water. If on 
land, he should use the pan of mer¬ 
cury nlso. If it Is cold enough to freeze 
mercury the piece of silvered glass 
should be used, maintaining a level 
with the spirit level.

Mrs. Thompson was 63 years of age 
and besides her husband leaves a son. 
Philip Thompson. of Harrodsburg. 
She also leaves five slsttrs: Mrs. Zoe 
Anderson Norris, of New York; Miss 
Nannlo Cardwell, of Louisville; Mrs. 
Nettie Cheek, of Washington; Mrs. 
Pickett Timmons, of Chicago, and Mrs. 
A. B. RUe. of Harrodsburg; and one 
brother, Harry Anderson, of Kansas 
City. Mm. Thompson l»efore her mar- 
rluge was Miss Mattie Anderson, a 
daughter of Elder Henry Anderson, a 
noted minister of the Christian church, 
and came of a family which turned out 
many bright lights In tho literary

WILLIAM D. BROWN DIES. 


Served Under Forrest In the Civil 
War. 

Hanson. Ky., 8epL 8.—(Special.)— 
William D. Brown, an old and hlghly- 
respected citizen of Hopkins comity, 
Ky., died yesterday at his home in Han¬ 
son. Mr. Brown waa 74 years old- He 
was a soldier in the Confederate army, 
and belonged to Gen. FVirrest’x com¬ 
mand. serving In Col. Slmcklctt's regi¬ 
ment. He was in the battle of Stone 
River and'scveral other important bat¬ 
tles. 

Mr. Brown w'as married In January. 
1867. to Miss Amy Weis, who survives 
him. HV bad been a member of the 
M. E. Church. South, about forty-nine 
years. He was also a member of the 
Masonic fraternity. 

DEMOCRATIC CLUB HOLDS 

ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING. 


•'To state It briefly and simply, you 
know you have reached the polo when 
the sun skims around In a Circle all 
day at the same altitude In the heav¬ 
ens.” said Frof. Frost. 'The instru¬ 
ments are merely used to ascertain this 
altitude. The operation Is the same as 
commonly used by mariners and can 
bo done by anyone with a knowledge 
of trigonometry. 

"The arctic explorer, of course, can 
always tell how far he Is from the pole 
by computing the latitude. Approaching 
the pole, the altitude or the sun change# 
with the hours of the day. that being 
sufficient proof that the pole has not 
been reached. 

"The lightest and most convenient In¬ 
strument to take on a pole hunt is the 
sextant. This Instrument, compara¬ 
tively small. Is arranged with a mir¬ 
ror and a graduated ore of a circle 
for measuring the angle between two 
objects. The mariner looks Into the 
mirror until he sees the round disc 
of the sun Just touching the edge of 
the water on the horizon and the sex¬ 
tant thus measures the angle of tho 
sun. Of course, certain corrections are 
applied, principally to get the mari¬ 
ner's altitude above the water and the 
refraction of the atmosphere. This 
operation gives him hla latitude quite 
correctly when he figures out the angle 
by trigonometry 

• • • 

How To Find Latitude. 


"To illustrate this operation tho lati¬ 
tude of any place Is the same angle 
as the altitude of the pole In the heav¬ 
ens at that place. That wdll be the 
angle from the zenith to the celestial 
equator. All the mariner does is to 
find the distance from his zenith to the 
celestial ©quator. To take the simplest 
cose, on March 21. when the sun Is 
on the equator. If he measures the alti¬ 
tude of the sun and subtracts it from 
90 degrees, he then has the distance 
from the equator to the zenith, that Is, 


hl» latitude. If the sun Is 10 degrees 
north of the equator he adds 10 degrees. 

"When on the earth, or where there 
Is no good horizon, as Peary and Cook 
probably were, the explorer uses a sup¬ 
plementary afTalr to get the leveL Or¬ 
dinarily on land h© uses a shallow tray 
of mercury. He looks Into this at th- 
reflected image of the sun and at the 
same time at the real Image of the sun 
making the two discs touch each other. 
That give# him twice the altitude of 
the sun and Is very accurate The al¬ 
titude thus being found, he knows the 
pole has been reached If it remains 
constant all day. 

• • • 

Used Silvered Gloss. 


"Peary and Cook probaffiy found It 
too cold for the mercury. In that case 
they could obtain the level with a 
spirit level and then use slivered glass 
Instead of mercury, though this i# not 
quite so accurate as tho other method. 
In the long arctic night the computa¬ 
tions are made by tho stars, but this 
does not apply to Peary and Cook's 
present feats. 

"Now, the altltudo of the sun at the 
North Pole depends on the time of the 
year. On June 21 the sun would clr> le 
In the heavens ut an altitude of 23 % 
degrees, and on March 21 It Just skims 
around the horizon all day. On Sep¬ 
tember 21 the sun disappears for six 
months below the horizon. 

"At the time Peary reached the pole 
the sun was about five degrees above 
the horizon. At the end of each twen¬ 
ty-four hour*, or day. It would be about 
one-third degree higher than It waa 
twenty-four hours previous.” 

• • • 

Pole Shift* Continually, 


The scientific knowledge that the true 
axis of the earth is not an Invariable 
point—in fact, that no one spot on the 
world’s surface can be exactly identi¬ 
fied as the North Pole, was brought 
out by Prof. Frost. The pole actually 
shifts continually, he says, tho maxi¬ 
mum distance from the nominal axis 
never exceeding thirty feot. 

Prof. Frost recalled the discovery of 
this fact by an astronomer working at 
Cambridge. Mass., a* one of the moat 
remarkable Intellectual triumphs of 
science. 

"Though I should not ordinarily make 
such a comparison. It might be eatd 
that If the pole were a pole in a literal 
sense, sticking out of the earth’s sur¬ 
face. It would continually be plowing 
a furrow In Jhe Ice, never going fur¬ 
ther than thirty feet from the tru^ or 
average pple," he said. 

"Prof. 8. P. Chandler, of Cambridge, 
discovered with Instruments of Ms own 
Invention that the latitude of any place 
on the earth Is not absolutely fixed, but 
varies a trifle. 

"Astronomers 3,000 miles from the 
pole are thus able to tell w'here the 
axis of the earth is with respect to the 
average pole."

When asked hs to their belief In the 
union opening shops In opp<>sUlon to 
them, several bosses said they did not 
place any credence In tho story at all. 
August Schneli said yesterday after¬ 
noon: 

•*We would like to have our m ft. 
back In their places and would like to 
pay them ns much ns they want, but 
we cannot accede to their demands and 
exist at the present prices. We till'd it 
for a year, and all of us lost money.” 

The master barbers met last night, 
and are standing firm.

Late-hour trade in drug stores was 
dwelt upon In an Interesting paper pie- 
punnl by Miss Daisy A. Frick, a regis¬ 
tered pharmacist and member of the 
N. A. K. D. und the W. O N. A R. D. 
Business pre vented Miss Frick from at¬ 
tending the convention, but her paper 
vas rend by Mrs. Leslie O. Wallace at 
the opening of the second day’s session 
of the W O. N. A. R. D. In the Red 
room at The Seel bach yesterday morn¬ 
ing. That muth of the late-hour 
trude is merely habit and an old-thnt 
custom was the opinion of Miss Frick. 
The impertant feature# of th© pap«*r 
follow: 

“People take it for granted that a 
drug store is always open and they 
cun get their drug warns at any time 
We must lend our assistance to edu¬ 
cating the public to better hours for 
th© druggist. We must help me drug¬ 
gist get out of th# old rut of keeping 
open the pharmacy at unearthly hours. 
We must open our eye# and heartB to 
th© fact that the druggist Is also a 
human being and has th© right to live 
as a human being rather than as a ma¬ 
chine. 

”It frequently happens that the hu¬ 
man anatomy needs repairing at th© 
some time that the heart and soul are 
seeking solace, and the man of the hoe 
will visit Ms physician previous to hls 
prayers, and ’will call’ for hls medi¬ 
cine after church. So how can tho 
philanthropic pharmacist shut hls door# 
und heart to the cry of the needy be¬ 
cause It Is the Sabbath day?’’ she 
wrote, adding: 

• • • 

Night-Buying a Habit 


"On the other hand. In the cities, 
where the doctors have office hours and 
the people ar© accustomed to sec their 
physicians during th<»s© hours, the 
Sunday-closing hours can be more eas¬ 
ily regulated. People can be educated 
to fill their drug wants, emergencies 
excepted, during th© week, th© same 
as they do their other wants. It seems 
to jno nut so much that the trade de¬ 
mands as that the trade Is allowed to 
Impose upon th© druggists and hls free¬ 
dom of time. 

“If mothers could know the evil ef¬ 
fects of this dread narcotic, they would 
shun the soothing syrups and the par¬ 
egoric bom© as they would the most 
venomous reptile. Yes, baby sleep# 
quietly after a dose, and It Is such 
a grand opportunity to accomplish so 
many of the other duties, if It were 
known that opiates—and soothing syr¬ 
ups generally contain them—Impaired 
th© dollcale gray matter In th© we* 
baby head, that the constant hypnotic 
dose retards the mind ds well as the 
body, that the nervous system la grad¬ 
ually being shattered, that the liver and 
other organs of the child lose their 
natural normal functions, as a result 
of opiates, would a /nother suffer her 
child to Incur such consequences? 

"In the majority of cases the mother 
Is absolutely Ignorant. It Is the phar¬ 
macist’s duty to enlighten her upon the 
properties of th© drug when he has the 
opportunity, as he often has. 

“The public should bu inspired with 
more confidence in ‘the man behind 
the counter.’ The assurance that he has 
their welfare at heart Is worth some¬ 
thing. Many an eager heart would 
be glad to grasp th# facts tha: the 
klnd-hcarttd druggist could offer him." 

After Mrs. Wallace had finished read¬ 
ing this paper the report of the board 
of directors was presented, followed by 
th© report of the Boston chapter. Then 
came the reports of the chapters at 
Chicago. Washington, Cincinnati, Phil¬ 
adelphia, St. Ixmls and Mobile.

Peary's Sensational Message. 

Peary's statement reflecting on i»r 
Cook’s achievement came first to the 
f Assoclnted^Press early yesterday morn¬ 
ing. dated Indian Harbor. Labrador, 
the point through which he first re- 
porjed his success by wireless. It had 
evidently been delayed in transmission, 
and read as follows: 

“I have nailed the Stars and Stripes 
to the North Pole. This is authorltu- 
, live and correct.

About the same time Mrs. Peary re¬ 
ceived the following message under the 
same date, both having been sent via 
Cape Kay, X. F.:

At the same time It is the first ex¬ 
pression of opinion from anyone hi a 
position to know ,thc facts of ths Arctic 
region on which Dr. Cook's claims are 
based.

The dispatch from Commander Peary 
was responsive to an Inquiry sent by 
wireless telegraph to him at Indian 
Harbor. Immediately following his first 
announcement. The first message 
from Peary, received by the Associated 
at 12:39 o'clock p. m last Mon¬ 
day. came with such startling sudden¬ 
ness that the most urgent measures 
were Immediately adopted to confirm its 
absolute authenticity. This was quick, 
ly done and the message traced to Its 
source and verified.

Apprised of Cook's Claims. 


At the same time an urgent dispatch 
was immediately sent to Commander 
Peary by cable to Halifax and thence 
by land lines and wireless to Indian 
Harbor, asking him for additional par¬ 
ticular* and corroborative details, and 
Informing him that "Dr. Cook arrtvod 
at Copenhagen September 4. claiming 
to have reached the pole April 21. 1908." 

This dispatch to Peary wus sent 
within a few minutes after the receipt 
of Peary's first telegram announclrg 
his achievement, and it was evidently 
the first word the explorer received on 
coming within the range of civilisation 
thut Cook had already set up the claim 
of being the first discoverer of the 
North Pole. Commander Peary's re¬ 
sponse, therefore, embodies bis views 
on first hearing the news that his an¬ 
nouncement of the discovery of tn# pole 
was disputed by Cook.

How Arctic Explorers Make Use of the Sextant 



DESCRIPTION OF THE INSTRUMENT SO PROMINENT IN BOTH DISCOVERIES. 


The sextant, whose service In polar trips 
has been reported by the explorers. Is out 
Instrument small enough to te con¬ 
veniently held In the hand and Is equally 
well adapted for measuring the altitude of 
cekxtial objects, in order to obtatn the 
latitude and local time, or for measuring 
the angle betw een the moon and sun. or 
thg moon and a fixed star, to ascertain the 
longitude, says the New York World. 

It ia called sextant because the measure 
is recorded on sn arc of 00 degrees, one- 
sixth of a circle It consists of a 
usually of mrt.il. stiffened by cross brace*. 
Th< arc at the bottom of the frame is 
marked off with double the number of de¬ 
grees actually measured. This 1 b dona be¬ 
cause the fixed and movable glasses at¬ 
tached to tho Instrument give a doublo 
reflection of the object® observed lyid thus 
form an and* With reft - each 

other equal to dnly half the angular dis¬ 


tance between such objects, one of which 
is seen directly and the othor by toftec- 
tion. The arc of 120 degrees thus recorcfc 
tile actual angle. 

Midway on the frame on one side Is a 
telescope and opposite, on the olh«*r log 
of the frame, is a gl'tAs. transparent in 
•lie upper Ijslf and silvered iri*the lowrr 
half. Both the telescope lE-T In tho ac¬ 
companying figure) and too glass (Hi In 
the figure are firmly attached to the 
frame. At the top of the frame Is a mir¬ 
ror (C In tho figure), which Is movable by 
means of an arm (R-M In the figure, to 
A'hlcli It is fastened. C Is called the index 
and the arm (K-M> rtrvtjlucs around 
ft.

Ths modern instrument wo* invented In¬ 
dependently about 1739 by Thomas God¬ 
frey. of Philadelphia, and Capt. Hadley, 
of the British navy.

"I am still Inclined to believe both 
Cook and Peary In their statements 
that they reached the pole. The rec¬ 
ord* of each will be the real proof." 

Admiral Melville, who has been 
skeptical from the first regarding the 
success of Dr. Cook, when told of Com¬ 
mander Peary's dispatch, said: 

"All I can say is that I believe that 
any statement coming from Peary can 
be relied upon. I cannot pass Judg¬ 
ment upon truth of the Eskimos. It Is 
up to the man who saw and Interviewed 
them, and he Is simply sending whaf 
he learned." 

DISPUTES COOK'S CLAIMS. 


Looking hearty and feeling fine, Urey 
Woodson, editor of the Owensboro 
Messenger and secrotary of the Dom- 
ocrwtlc National Committee, pulled into 
Louisville yesterday after a more or 
les* successful dash to the North Pole 
by way of an excursion steamer to 
Hpitabcrgen. He came within a y^ar 
and 600 or 5.000 miles—his answers 
were a little Indefinite and somewhat 
evasive—of snatching the laurels from 
Dr. Cook and Commander Peary. 

Another handicap suffer**! by Mr 
Woodson was the length of the wire 
leading from the guide to the ship. 

”1 am more Intensely Interested Just 
now In the stories of Cook and Peary's 
discoveries of the North Pole than any¬ 
thing eiae," said Mr. Woodson upon his 
arrival In Louisville yesterday after¬ 
noon, after a trip of nearly three 
months abroad. Mr. Woodson, In 
June, sailed with his* friends, Roger C. 
Sullivan and John P. Hopkins, of Chi¬ 
cago, from New York to Hamburg, go¬ 
ing thence Immediately by another 
steamer to North Cape and 8plta- 
bGrgen. They sailed around the frigid 
coast of Spitsbergen, visited Bell 
Sound and Advent Bay, going ashore 
at these points as well os North Cape, 
climbing to the top of mountainous 
p«vUc* over glacier* and great snow¬ 
banks. having at times to use skeea to 
got on, and suffering real hardships to 
accomplish that which few men in the 
world have undertaken.

They reached a point more than 80 
degrees north latitude, a little less than 
600 miles from the North Pole, where 
Cook and Peary now claim to have 
planted the American flag. 

Hopklna and Sul¬ 
livan, who all know Walter Wellman, 
were exceedingly anxious to visit Well¬ 
man Camp In Vhrgo Buy. but although 
they were at ono time within ISO miles 
of Wellman and had prepared fqr a 
fine dinner for him on the steamer 
Bluecber. on which they were Journey¬ 
ing the captain of the steamer, on 
account of meeting the ice pack. Insist, 
ed on turning Lack, notwithstanding 
thcJr appeal® to him to go a little far¬ 
ther. 

The same steamer, on an expedition 
two year® ago. was locked In the ice 
ptuk and was for three days helplessly 
Imbedded In the Ice. sustaining scflous 
Injuries to her propellers, a I the cap¬ 
tain refused to undertake a similar 
risk.

Understands the Feeling. 


"I can now- understand." said Dr. 
Woodson, "what has made men like 
Peary and Cook. Andree. Nannen, Well¬ 
man and many others for many years 
willing to undergo such risks sod hard¬ 
ships In Arctic exploration. When we 
left HammerAfest, Norway, the most 
northern town In the world, saying 
K »odbye to the dear ones at home by 
railroad coble, and knowing we could 
not again hope to communicate with 
civilization for weeks or maybe for¬ 
ever, it was without awe and trepida¬ 
tion. But when we reached North Cape 
arul anchored, though the sea was very 
rouffk and landing In small boats was 
perilous, 1 was eager as any of my com¬ 
panions to go ashore and undertake the 
risky climb of 1,200 feet to the top of 
the cape to get a fine view of the mid¬ 
night sun. On reaching Spitsbergen, 
though our first view on landing at 
Bell Sound, was the lonely graves of' 
eight former explorer*, who had died 
of the exposure or had been killed by 
falling into great crevices while climb- 
Jng glacier®, tho spirit of adventure 
waa^nroused in us and wo struck out 
over these glaciers walking, stumbling, 
sliding for hours In the bitter cold. But 
wo had a* our guide ba* k i<* th- ship 
a wire stretched by safe men who had 
preceded us and I knew by sticking to 
this wire, although left behind by oth¬ 
er® of the party, as I frequently was 
owing to a weak ankle, we could get 
back to the ship ourselves or a rescuing 
party would come for us if wo were 
overcome by exhaustion- 
• • • 

Admiration For Explorers. 


"Think, then, of our admiration of 
such men as Cook and Peary, who 
leave their ships and principal stores 
behind for weeks and month* and ac¬ 
companied by only a few Eskimos and 
dogs, gn out o\'er the great unknown 
fields of ice even upon floating islands 
that may drift them to eternity in 
quest of the pole. 

"We learned of Dr. Cook's discovery 
by wireless telegram while In midocean. 
September 1, and anxious as w« were 
to get homo we ooul<\ have gladly gono 
back If It were possible to greet him 
at Copenhagen, where we were shown 
every courtesy by the American Min¬ 
ister Just four week* before Dr. Cook’s 
arrival Had he arrived a little earlier 
we w'duld have been in the midst of the 
present festivities in his honor at the 
beautiful capital of Denmark." 

Mr. Woodson and bis friends wit¬ 
nessed the Rplend irs of the midnight 
«uii for many nights In the region 
where for weeks during the summer 
season the sun never sets. They lit¬ 
erally turned night into day, being Im¬ 
pelled to miss none of the glories or 
the Sftfkdty changing effects of the al¬ 
most. but never actually setting of the 
sun on the horizon os It* rays were re¬ 
flected upon the glitt-ters, mountain 
peaks, clouds and waters of the sea. 

• • • 

Cholera In Russia. 

Afterward, they Journeyed through 
tho great fjord* of Norway and viaited 
tho principal cities of Norway. Sweden, 
Denmark. Germany, Austria. Hungary. 
France and England. They abandoned 
their proposed trip to Russia on ac¬ 
count of cholera In St. Petersburg, but 
this gave thorn time to motor through 
France and England. 

During their trip abroad. Mr. Wood- 
son and , hla friends spent thirty.right 
day* at sea and encountered all kinds 
of wearhor, but none of them wo® ever 
In the least seaulck, though other pas¬ 
senger® were not so fortunate. 

"Whflt was the most beautiful thing 
you saw while abroad?" was asked Mr. 
Woodson.

The Beautiful Flag. 


‘The American flag." he replied. 
“Wc had been sailing for weeks on a 
German steamer with Gerrpun®. Aus- 
tri'u*. Frenchmen, Hungarian* and 
palian* on board. Th^re were no Eng¬ 
lish and few American®. Wo scarcely 
heard our native tongue and had found 
It difficult to make our wants known. 
Vie salted into Advent Bay. Spitsbergen, 
th*' night of July 18. aftur fetllng our 
way carefully between the Icebergs for 
days.

coal mine In Advent Bay That little 
colony at the American coal mine held 
the only inhabitants of Advent City—* 
the superintendent and hi* wife, thS 
doctor and his* wife and about sev*»nty- 
flve Norwegian miner* An English 
mine on the opixwide side of the bav 
had been abandoned and the whaling 
Industry of twenty year* ago, <lead. 
And yet thl* \v»s the nv>st populous 
part of Spitsbergen we oouid find. In¬ 
deed, the only point where we could' 
discover even an insect alive." 

"What about your visit to the 
European capitals?" Mr. Woodson was

"Never mind that. Everybody knows 
about the European capital® You tell 
me what to the latest news from my 
fellow-explorer. Peary "

Impassable pressure ridges; another, 
thut he should go still farther west to 
counteract the influence of the eastern 
ice drift and thot an earlier start 
should be made to reducO to a minimum 
the plague of water lead®. So it has 
gone from year to year till now, when 
the quintessence of experience and the 
qualities of the masterful explorer have 
United to reveal the pole and put an 
end to the quest of centuries. 

BRADLEY. COOK’S BAGKER, 

REFUSES TO TALK. 


Says Everything Is Getting Mixed 
Up More Than Ever—Has 
Been Misquoted. 

Now York. Sept. 8.—John R. Bradley, 
who financed tho Cook expedition, d? - 
ctlncd to-day to give any statement 
that would reconcile’ the conflicting 
statements made by him and by pr. 
Cook in hto lecture last night in Copen¬ 
hagen as to the* object® of the Cook 
expedition, saying that matter* were 
becoming ®o mixed up that he would 
have nothing more to say in the con¬ 
troversy that had arisen. Mr. Bradley 
said in this city on tfunday that the 
plan* at tne start had been carefully 
laid and then exhibited chfck* that had 
been paid out for supplies to show, as 
he raid, "we were doing something 
more than fitting out for a fishing 
trip." 

Mr. Bradley further said no one was 
told It wa® a polur expedition on the 
ship until It reached Etah, Greenland. 

Dr Cook. In hi® Iccturo lost night, 
*nitl that "about the middle of 1907. 
when wo started, the pole wo® no part 
of the programme, which aimed nuo- 
g.'ther at Study and recraatlor^ with tn« 
pole posslldy a future problem." 

A small army of newspaper men 
sought to |ptervtew Mr Bradley to- 
dav at hto hotel, but he resolutely re¬ 
fused to see them, though he sent word 
that he would talk to the Associated 
Pre*s over the telephone. 

Speaking of the contradictory state¬ 
ment* with reference to the purpose of 
the Cook expedition. Mr. Bradley said 
over the telephone: 

"I am not g^lng to make any more 
statements.

After hearing protests against the 
appointment of G. B. Archer oe Demo¬ 
cratic Election Commissioner In FTCyd 
county the State Board of Election 
Commissioners decided that the pro¬ 
tests were not well taken and Archer 
was appointed. Tho com ml. hit! oner.* met 
here to fill vacancies in the several 
counties where no commissioners were 
appointed nt the first meeting of the 
board. Bullitt and Powell counties 
wore left vacant and the board will 
meet here again one week from next 
Friday, September 17, to fill the vacan¬ 
cies. 

When the commission met to-day tho 
Floyd county> case was taken up first. 
Protests had \>cen filed against the ups 
polftfment of Archer and numerous affi¬ 
davits were read, charging that Archer 
tv as not fair in the appointment of elec¬ 
tion officers. The affidavits of some of 
the men in Floyd county mode it ap¬ 
pear that Archer was running \ port 
of personal machine, as they charged 
that he was appointing officers in. the 
interests of his personal friends. On 
the other hand, there were affidavit)! 
from some of the best men in Floyd 
county who said that Archer was wdll 
fitted to be election commissioner and 
was a man of the highest standing. 

Walter Reynolds. Republican candi¬ 
date for County Attorney, appeared be¬ 
fore tho board and urg^d that Archer 
not bo appointed. lie said Archer was 
not personally friendly to him and he 
did not believe Archer would giv* him 
a fair deal.

Henry C. Corbin. U. S. A. (retired), 
died in 'Roosevelt Hospital in this city 
to-day after an operation for a ronal 
disorder. Qen. Corbin would have been 
Mlxty-seven years old In a texv days. 
Mrs. Corbin and ex-Gov. Myron T. 
Herrick, of Ohio, hi* personal rr*end. 
were at hls bedside when death oc¬ 
curred. 

Gen. Corbin had been suffering for 
two years from the malady which ulti¬ 
mately resulted In hls death. Accompa¬ 
nied by Mrs. Corbin and the General’s 
daughter. Mrs. Usher Parsons, of Ard*- 
ley. N. Y„ he went to Carlsbad fur 
treatment on June 12 last. The waters 
there appeared to have Improved hls 
condition after two-weeks* stay and he 
returned to England, where hls former 
trouble recurred and he went to Paris 
to consult with physicians. The Gen¬ 
eral's trouble developed more seriously 
whllo ho was In Paris and he deter¬ 
mined to return to America. 

J. G. Schmldlapp, of Cincinnati, a 
friend, mm him in Paris and with Mrs. 
Corbin they sailed for New York on 
tho steamer Rotterdam, which arrived 
here on Sunday last. The General was 
taken to tho Hotel Martinique. In this 
city, and Dr. Frank Erdwurm edvlsed 
hls removal to tho Roosevelt Hospital. 
The operation was performed Tuesday 
morning by Dr. Lucius Hotchkiss, the 
hospital surgeon, assisted by Dr. Erd¬ 
wurm nnd Dr. Peck. 

Ex-Gov. Herrick aided Mrs. Corbin 
In the arrange men ts for tho General’s 
removal to the hospital. Gen. Cor¬ 
bin's body was taken to hls homo at 
High wood. Ohvvy Chase, noar Wash¬ 
ington. this afternoon nnd funeral ar¬ 
rangements will be mtulo there. His 
burial will bo in Arlington cemetery.

Body Will Be Placed In Vault.

Corbin was taken 
to High wood, Chevy Chase, the Wash¬ 
ington home of the Cbrblna. Tho ten¬ 
tative plans for the funeral provide for 
services at St. John's Protestant Epis¬ 
copal church at 2 o'clock on Friday 
afternoon. 

Details from the cavalry, artillery 
and engineers stationed In the vicinity 
of Washington will escort the body to 
Arlington, where It will be placed In a 
vault, pending the arrival of Mrs.

ROSE TO TOP. 


Gen. Corbin Began As Lieutenant of 
Volunteers. 

Washington. Sept. 8.—War Depart¬ 
ment officials were greatly surprised 
and shocked to-day when informed of 
the death or Gen. H. C. Corbin. It was 
known that Qen. Corbin had not bc-'-n 
well for some months, but that hls Ill¬ 
ness woji ®erfous was not even consid¬ 
ered. 

During hla service as Adjutant Gen¬ 
eral of the army. Gen. Corbin was u 
conspicuous figure at the War Depart¬ 
ment and In the social life of the na¬ 
tional capital. Formal action upon hls 
death will be taken by the department 
during the day. 

Chrn. Corbin’s first military service 
was as Second Lieutenant In the 
Seventy-ninth Ohio Volunteer In¬ 
fantry. enlisting July 28, / 1662. 
and serving to the end of the 
war with the Army of the Cumber¬ 
land, holding all grades from Second 
Lieutenant to Colonel. He was brev¬ 
eted Brigadier General of Volunteers 
March 13, 1SGS 

He entered the regular army May 11, 
I860, as a Second Lieutenant until he 
reached the grade of Lieu tenant Gen¬ 
eral, April 15. ,1900. and retired Septem¬ 
ber 16, of the same year. In recogni¬ 
tion of "gallantry shown In the Span¬ 
ish-American War," Congress in June, 
1900. conferred upon him the rank of 
Major General of th«* army. 

Gen. Corbin was in the company of 
President Garfield when the President 
was assassinated In 1881. He wat a 
member of the Loyal Legion- On No¬ 
vember 6. 1901, he married MIsk Edith 
Agnes Patten and maintained hla res¬ 
idence in this city. 

Gen. Corbin was bom Scptomber 15. 
1842. in Clermont county, Ohio,

Th© hoard of trustoes of the Louis¬ 
ville Public Library met in a regular 
monthly session at tho library building 
at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

This meeting was of Importance be¬ 
cause William F. Yust, th© librarian, 
made his annual report of affairs ut 
th© institution and Its branches for^h^ 
year ending August 31, 1909. In this it 
is shown that the receipts for the yeur 
amounted to $135,788.48, and the dis¬ 
bursements amounted to $134,486.56. 
Auditors appointed by the present city 
administration to go over the hooks of 
th© library reported that the lM>ik« 
wen* In excellent condition. It may be 
of Interest to the tine-paying portion of 
the folkr, who partake of the bounties 
of the library to knot* that $1,269.48 
was collected on books at the rate of 
2 cents a dav, The Public Library has 
a staff of forty-two employes. 

Nearlv 30U periodicals are pn file in 
the reading room* of the main build¬ 
ing and its branch©* and ther© are 
fifty-two newspaper* on flic. Thera 
were 13,690 books added to the library 
shelves In the last fiscal year, making 
a total of 117.471 volumes on hand, A 
total of 266.123 book* were issued to 
the holder* of cards. 

In his report Mr Yust ^alls Attention 
to the fact that there was an Increase 
uf 18 per cer>$. In the number of per¬ 
sons registered to draw book*. This 
brings up the list to 42,451. The per- 
ccni&g* of the Louisville population 
registered os borrower* exceeds the 
average by a fraction for thirty-one 
American cities. This is noteworthy, 
but not more so than the discovery that 
the percentage of calls for books of 
fit i ion continue* to decrease, showing 
that more nnd mor© business and pro¬ 
fessional men ar© coming to understand 
that the library is qf use to them not 
only ns a place of amusement. p#r- 
spectlvdy speaking, but that Its books 
of non-fletinn bear directly on their 
busintj}*. whatever ft may be. 

Of the branch libraries, It 1* shown 
In tho report that the Portland branch 
hud a larger attendance and a larger 
circulation than any of the others. The 
Highland branch ranked second. - 

During the coming year It has been 
planned to Issue shorter Library Bul¬ 
letin a showing th* new accessions to 
the shelves, and to bring out an edition 
every- week and print them on a dupli¬ 
cating machine 

Concluding. Mr. Yu*t speaks of th© 
tine condition the library Is In. all 
around, and asks for a greater appro, 
priatlon for the maintenance of the big 
institution and Its branches.

George H. Robertson drove his Simplex 
car 315 miles to victory to-day over the

, the second National Stock Chassis race. 
Robertson maintained a speed in the 
five hours fifty-two minutes one und two- 
fifths second* * of 64.3 miles on hour, which 
was 0-JO hotter than the average mode by 
Lewis Strang, the wlner of hist year's 
race. 

More than twenty minutes after Robert¬ 
son had gone over the finish line A1 Poole, 
driving the Italian laotta-Fraachin!. 
flashed under the wire In second place, 
having Jumped into that position on the 
feat lap. it H. Parker, in a Fiat, cap¬ 
tured third money, and Robert Burman, 
In 4 Buick. fourth. Char lea Basle in a 
Renault finished fifth. 

Nearly lOD.ouo person* saw Robertson 
and Herbert Lytle fight it out for the 
lead In the first eleven lap* of the 10.6- 
mlto circuit Tlwn Robertson dashed to 
the fore and kept the lead until twenty 
of the thirty laps had been oovecud. when 
a stop of several minute© was required to 
stoke and oil up. Harry Gram, in an 
Alco, ami Ralph D© Palma in a Flat, be¬ 
gan cutting down Robertson’s lead, but 
bofor© they caught him the sturdy Sim¬ 
plex driver was up and away. 

Robertson’s stop seemed to have robbed 
him of speed, for wKh 1©** than forty 
mllfls to go. iSnout caught him and took 
the lead. Later, however, os the Alco 
car wus racing up the back stretch, it 
capsized and broke its chain and Robert¬ 
son again „ook the lead and was never 
headed. 

Sixteen rars lak« n from th© regular 
worwounn of eleven manufacturers 
BtMrUxJ Lewis Strang (Buick) met with 
an accident on the way to the course. He 
started with the loaders some forty miles 
ahead of him. After traveling Ho miles 
h« gave up th© attempt of i ©pealing his 
victory last year.

REPORT OF NOMINATIONS. 


Perhaps nothing indicates better the 
progress In pharmacy than tho reports 
of the different committees in charge 
of the various branches of the work 
of the National Association of Retail 
Druggist* roud yesterday at the great 
congress of American retail drug inter¬ 
est* in eleventh annual conference at 
Tho Seelbach. AH of them went to 
show that the organization was toler¬ 
ant in its policy, taking no part in 
the medical controversies, glory*Ing in 
human betterment und humanely ac¬ 
cepting sacrifices that follow ln th© 
wake of more wholesome living and 
higher nnd purer thinking. 

Borne lively times are expected at the 
seventh session, which Is to be held at 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon, when the 
nominating committee presents the 
names of the ticket at the annual elec¬ 
tion. After two houre and a half of 
deliberation in executive session yester¬ 
day they made the slate out as follows: 
t’harlea H. Huhn. president, of Minne¬ 
apolis; H. B. Guilford, vice president. 
Rochester, N. Y.; Thomas H. Potta, 
secretary, of Chicago; John Coleman, 
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treasurer, of Wheeling. W. Va.; mem¬ 
bers of the executive committee—W. 8. 
Elkin, of Atlanta, Ga.; E. H. LadLh, 
of Chicago; Charles Renner, of Bt. 
Louis; Charles F. Mann, of Detroit; 
Edward William*, of Madison. Wla., 
and George McDuff, of Now Orleans. 

One of the members of the associa¬ 
tion stated last night that the objection 
to Mr. Huhn. although he was capable 
in every* way and one of the founders 
of the N. A. R. D., was that he repre¬ 
sented the American Druggist Syndi¬ 
cate.

No Fight Expected. 


8am uel Hilton, chairman of the 
finance committee, of "Washington, D.

The women delegates were 
taken on an automobile ride through 
the city In the afternoon and last night 
an excursion for all of the delegates 
was enjoyed up the river.

Continues Discussion. 


Many of the question* that w’ere dis¬ 
cussed in an open session of the com¬ 
mittee on resolutions Tuesday night 
again claimed the attention of the dele¬ 
gates when the vajlou* committee* 
made their reports yesterday morning 
at the fourth session ln the roof gar¬ 
den auditorium. All of the officers of 
the association had made their reportu 
the previous day. and these wore re¬ 
ferred to the proper committees. 

Much stress w'os laid upon the atti¬ 
tude of the N. A. R D. regarding tho 
sale of liquors and narcotics contrary 
to the ethic* of the drug business, T)Us 
was made prominent in tho report of 
W. 8. Richardson, of Washington City, 
chairman of th© commute© on national 
legislation. His report contained the 
following reccmmendations: 

First—That the committee on natIon- 
el legislation be appointed os soon os 
possible after each year’s convention. 

Second—That the association con¬ 
tinue its work and Indorse any reason¬ 
able measures that will raise the status 
and increase the pay of pharmacists 
employed In the Government service. 

Third—That all parcels post bills con¬ 
tinue to receive the vigorous opposition 
of the mtall drug trade and the mem¬ 
ber* of Congress be pbdged previous to 
their election to defeat this proposed 
measure. „ , 

Fourth-That the patent laws be 
amended in accordance with the w«U« 
established views of the association, as 
outlined in Us conventions foe several 

years. . 

Fifth—That we give our support to 
a bill that will prohibit the sale of nar¬ 
cotic habit-forming drug*. except 
through proper and legitimate channel© 
under projK*r supervision, protecting 
the public with as little hardship as 
possible to tho dealer. 

Sj x t^—That the work in the Sherman 
Antl-trurt I^iw he continued as pre¬ 
viously recommended by this aasocla- 

tl0 Seventh—That the sal© of Intoxica¬ 
ting liquors, whether medicinal or com¬ 
pounded. for beverage purposes, should 
lie entirely divorced from the practice 
of pharmacy, and that It Is the duty 
of members of the N A. R D. to give 
their efforts to the accomplishment of 
this end. 

Eighth—That we recognize the pro- 
prtety and Justice of such proper reg¬ 
ulative measures us may be nocossary 
to prevent the surreptitious sale of al¬ 
coholic liquids for beverage purposes 
under the disguise of medicinal or 
pharmaceutical compounds, and that 
the members of the N. A. R D. give 
their aid and support toward enact¬ 
ment and enforcement of all Just laws 
for this purpose. 

• • • 

Report On Pharmacy Laws. 

Next came th© report of the com¬ 


mittee on National Pharmacy Laws, 
which wa* read by H. I. Leith, or 
Providence. R. I. Many Important 
communications were mado as to new 
legislation and the improvement of leg¬ 
islation already In force. The commit- 
t»<* heartily Indoreed a higher standard 
of qualification for pharmacists and 
recommended that whenever practic¬ 
able the various pharmaceutical asso¬ 
ciations endeavor to secure a law mak¬ 
ing the provision of a college diploma 
a prerequisite to examination by th© 
Board of Pharmacy for registration a* 
a pharmacist. Where this l* n.rt prac¬ 
ticable it was recommended that the 
grad© of assistant pharmacist be es¬ 
tablished. 

That the woman’s organisation had 
been of material assistance In bringing 
about a better social feeling among th© 
druggists was shown In the report of 
the committee on fraternal relations. 
Active co-operation with the various 
pharmaceutical associations and closer 
relationship with physicians was advo¬ 
cated. The recommendation that a cen¬ 
tral bureau be established by the na¬ 
tional telephone companies for the pur¬ 
pose <.f Installing sit ladtlng* in 
drugstores, was again made by the 
Committee on Telephones. 

Then followed the report of the Com¬ 
mittee on the Pr»>etor Memorial Fund. 
The amount of $135 which was donated 
to this cause Tuesday was raised to 
$200. The morning session then ad¬ 
journed. 

• • • 

Praises Elkins' Address. 


In an Interesting address, the feature 
of th© afternoon session. Dr L. F. Keb- 
ler, chief of the drug division of th© 
Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Government at Washington. D. 
C.. stated that If th© suggestion/} ln 
President Elkin’s annual address were 
carried out no pure food law would 
be necessary. Then he told of the 
work of the Government In inspecting 
carefully all imported drugs at New 
York. 

“We have met with many difficulties 
In currying on our work," said he. 

"Many of the Imported articles are of 
an inferior quality and are not pure. 
Even the Government hooks are not at 
all times correct, but an effort is now 
being mode to remedy the mistakes 
as fast as they are discovered. Home 
of the opinions In the various books 
of pharmacy ore out of date and be¬ 
hind the* times by the time they are 
read. This Is due to progress.” 

The narcotic law next occupied the 
attention of the speaker. "We need 
an antl-n&rcotlc law dealing with In¬ 
terstate commerce. This Is giving us 
more trouble at present than anything 
else.” The use of morphine and opium 
and the drug habit In general was de¬ 
nounced by th© speaker. In conclu¬ 
sion Dr. Kebler discussed the saJe of 
alcohol. He said that two articles were 
being distributed, one of which wn* 
marked ’’commercial alcohol” of an in¬ 
ferior quality, and the pure 'alcohol 
which was up to the standard required 
by the pharmacopoeia. 

President Elkin voiced the sentiments 
of the entire convention In thanking 
him tor his splendid address. He as- 
sertod that the delegates were Indebted 
to Dr. Kebler and they w ? ere assured 
of his hearty co-operation. 

• • • 

After Patent Medicine*. 


Th© report of the committeo on 
United Bctates Pharmacopoeia and Na¬ 
tional Formulary was probably the 
most important report that was pre¬ 
sented yesterday afternoon. This was 
established by the convention of 1908 
at Atlantic City, which has for its pur¬ 
pose th© standardizing of drugs and 
preparations listed ln the two books. 
The movement is said to have been the 
Inception of the passage of the National 
Pure Food and Drug act and tho be¬ 
ginning of the war against "patent” 
and secret formulae medicines and prep¬ 
arations which has been taken up by 
many of the leading periodicals of the 
United States. 

Resolutions expressing th© good will 
of the association to Thoma# Victor 
Wooten, formerly secretary of the or¬ 
ganization. and Simon N. Jones, for¬ 
merly a member of the executive com¬ 
mittee, were presented. The resolution 
states that the services of these two 
efficient officers were relinquished with 
much regret. 

The roll call of States for the presen¬ 
tation without argument of resolutions 
bearing upon plans and policies of the 
association was taken up. All of the 
resolutions presented went to the com¬ 
mittee on resolutions before being de¬ 
bated. After some miscellaneous bust, 
ness of minor Importance was trans¬ 
acted. the fifth session adjourned until 
9:30 o’clock this morning, in order that 
the delegates might take the boat ride 
up the river. 

The steamer Hiawatha was packed. 
Refreshments were served on the trip, 
w’hlch was tendered by the California 
Fig Syrup Company, of Louisville and 
San Francisco. A band concert, dancing 
and cards w*ere enjoyed on the boat.

May Touch At Red Bay, New Found- 
land, Where He Will 8«nd 
Detailed Story. 


North Sydney. C. B . Sept. 8.—It wa*

In the southern part of the 
Strait of Belle Isle, was circulated 
through nn order which the explorer 
sent to St. John* for a coal supply, to 
be sent to him nt BUnc Sablpn. In case 
he should not be able to obtain suffi¬ 
cient fuel for hi# bunkers at Battle 
Harbor. 

There Is no telegraph station at Bat¬ 
tle Hnrbor. but there Is a wireless 
equipment, and to-night Commander 
Pearv was In full charge of it, so that 
It was difficult to a**nd any message# 
to that point. 

It Is thought here that Commander 
Peary mny he nble to get through sonic 
particulars of his Far Northern Jour¬ 
ney. The Roosevelt encountered henvy 
weather after leaving Indian Harbor, 
and. allowing for reconllng and her 
slow tqnred.

At n meeting of the County Council 
of Floyd County held In New* Albany 
yesterday at the office of the County 
Auditor, the Council decided to give the 
Board of^ County Commissioners au¬ 
thority to^call In the county orders now 
outstanding, amounting to $210,000 and 
bearing 6 per cent, interest. 

These county order** have been out¬ 
standing for many years, and It has 
been a matter of comment that the or- 
dera were not called In before. 

The total amount of the appropria¬ 
tion for county purposes is In round 
numbers $79,000, and tho county tax 
levy Is 65 cents on the $100 valuation, 
with an additional 5 cents for road pur¬ 
pose*. in order to provide a sinking 
fund for the redemption of the county 
bond* It was necessary for the County 
Council to add to the county sinking 
fund, which had been $ cents, 1.7 cents, 
making the sinking fund 21 cents on 
the $100 valuation. The Council pro¬ 
vided In the sinking fund tux for the 
payment of the Interest on the bonds, 
and the redemption of $10,000 of the 
»&me each year. The additional sink¬ 
ing fund usbesMinem will provide a rev¬ 
enue of $12,000 a year, and in twenty 
years will pay off the debt and interest. 
At present the amount of county order? 
outstanding is $170,000, of which nearly 
$150,000 were Dsued during former ad¬ 
ministration*. The refunding bonds 
will bear 4 per cent, interest, saving to 
the county one-third of the Interest 
heretofore paid on the county orders. 

It Is expected that the new county 
bonds will find a ready market, as th»* 
credit of Floyd county Is good. On ac¬ 
count of the accumulated interest on 
the county orders the total bond Issue 
will be $210,000. It I* expected that the 
bonds will be placed on the market at 
once.
